The time is ritfht at hand when all the 
main lines ot travel and many of the side roads must be kept, open tor winter 
traffic. 


Highway sii|tcrintcndrnts should give, before, purchasing a tractor for their 


township' work, .serious consideration ot snow removal as well as general road 
construction. From tlie fact that the Mnn Tractor is an all-year around machine, 
its o|>cration should be thoroughly investigated before the closing of contracts for 
:: power to be used in road construct ion.
